It is their 
own ‘fault.’ All ofthese things are because of 
‘the ‘apathy of the people, and for no other rea- 
son. If-the people Would shake off their apathy, 
take an interest in their own affairs, demand 
what they want and enforce their: demands by the 

‘ very simple methods always. open to them, .none 
of these things: complained about would or
